DIVERS’ PERILS. 
ELECTALCAL APPARATUS FOR THETE 
PROTECTION, 


B, M. Hartman, recently discharged froma 
tho cruiser San Franciscoat San Diego upon 
tho expiration of seven years’ servioa, tell 
an interesting story of his experisnco as a 
diver while investigating the wreck of the 
Blanco Encalada. During the troubles in 
Child he onliated with the insurgents and 
yaa aucoessively an officer on o torpedo boat, 
Jieutonant of artillery at the battla of Aca- 
calgo river, 9 spy against Balmaceda and 
commanded two piecos of artillery at the 
battle of Plasilla, which oponed the way to 
Valparaiso, He was wounded, and after 
recovery was taken back in the American 
service. 

+ Hartman, says the San Franciseo Chront- 
ole, as engaged in diving on the ineurgent 
veasel Blanco Encalada, sunk by the Ad- 
aire! Lyoch in the habor of Caldera. 

One month after, the insurgents, then in 
possession of the port, employed Bartman 
and an ERnaglishman, also o diver, to go 
down and measure the hole and determine 
the chance of raising the vessel. Livers 
equipped with incandescent lights wera 
lowered upon the ship, which was lying in 
nine fathoms of water. The ship was lying 
upon her port side, She bad sunk ina field 
of sea grass growing ten feet high. The 
waves had washed great avenues of white 
gopd. through the grass to various parts of 
the vessel, 

Almost everywhere were arms, logs, heads 
and tranke of human bodios. Many at 
theeo the fish bad eaten clean of thu flesh, 
only the skulls and bones remaining, The 
fleah that still remained intact waa eodt nnd 
mushy, snd when touched would fall away 
from the bones. Many bodies were tound 
whole, the men having met death by 
drowning. 

“In the slarboard rigging stood the skele~ 
tona of two men with the bones of their 
hands still clenching the ratlines, The 
whole scene was horrible and revolting be- 
youd description, The greatest obstacle in 
the work was the fish. There were millions 
of fish and cela everywhere, They would 
shoot through the water and, magnified by 
the water and the glassy of the diver’s helm - 
et, and reflecting the raya of the electric 
light, they looked like thousands of blades 
of ‘poluhe silver, 

herever Hartman would lay his bands 
upon the deck they would come in contact 
with a slimy eel, The cols would wrap 
themselves about the divers’ lega as they 
went along the deck, This, and coming in 
froquent contact with dissolving human 
flesh, afforded a vatiety of senzaliens uot 
frequently met with by oven a dircr, 

Among thegs fish were numerons sharks. 
They wero with difficulty kept away from 
the divers, With one Hartman had a bat. 
tle. ‘Tha auitofa diver is a0 shotted us to 
keep him at about an equilibrium in the 
water... With aslight motion he can easily 
tise. Ag he goes over the bottom he rarely 
touohes ground. A diver is also provided 
with a weapon of defense against ravenous 
fiab, in the shape of an elcctric pole six foot 
long and covered with rabber, except at the 
‘end, which is o steel point. 

Bending in a large ourve over this point 
js a book with.o ballon theead, The point 
aud ball axe positive and negative poles of 
electric current, which is furnished by wire 
from a dynamo ou the vessel. When a 
wbaric approaches too tlose-to the diver the 
end of the pole ig thrown against bim and 
the ourreot poases from the point through 
the fish to. the ball, The fish receives a 
violent shock, which may cither stun or
